REMARKS 

The Applicant requests reconsideration of the rejection. 
Claims 1-3, 6-8, 10 and 12 remain pending. 

Claims 1-12 stand rejected under 35 (JSC §112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for the reasons set forth on page 2 of the Office Action. Specifically, the 
Examiner found a lack of clarity in claim 1 with regard to the control circuit inputs and 
function, and with regard to the ALU; and in claim 8 with regard to the provision of 
the arithmetic circuit. Both claims 1 and 8 were found indefinite with regard to the 
structure and function of the arithmetic circuit. 

In reply, claim 1 has been amended to include the subject matter of claims 4 
and 5, and to clarify the language deemed ungrammatical by the Examiner. Claim 8 
has been amended to include the subject matter of claims 9 and 1 1 , and to clarify 
the language deemed ungrammatical. Therefore, the Applicant believes that all 
claims are now definite, and in condition for allowance. 

In view of the foregoing amendments and remarks, the Applicant requests 
reconsideration of the rejection and allowance of the claims.
